nificant voter rejection of the 
party in power, Some ofthe most 
important upsets, as in Callie 
fornia and Illinois, were decided 
more on the quality of indivi+ 
ual candidates than party label. 
This was true in many ine 
stances across the country, If 
there was one overriding reason 
for the outcome of the elec- 
tion, it is felt by many that it 
was a general uneasiness about 
the rapidly expanding cost and 
Size of government, This growth 
has made itself felt in the lives 
of nearly every citizen, and 
there is a definite impression 
that a lot of people were a 
little tired of being ‘‘pushed 
around’’, 

The 89th Congress may have 
done too much too fast in exe 
panding the size and power of 
the federal machinery, not to 
mention the unchecked spending 
authority it granted the Admi- 
nistration, The President has 
Said that the 89th was the most 
productive and effective Con- 
gress the nation has ever seen, 
He called it ‘*The Great Cone 
as it did indeed pass 
all but a few of his Great So- 
ciety proposals, But, onthat re- 
cord, many members of Con- 
gress were retired from office, 

In all, the 89th Congress ap- 
propriated $264 billion of tax. 
payer funds in the two years 
it represented the nation’s elec. 
torate - an all-time record, It 
swept into law a mountain of 
bills which Newsweek magazine 
lescribed as ‘* , , . complet.

The 89th put medicare and an 
accompanying tax increase on 
the books. It started and voted 
large appropriations to finance 
federal aid to education from 
kindergarten through college, 
the war on poverty, a national 
teachers corps, rent subsidies 
for the poor and programs to 
rebuild cities and beautify highe 
ways, It increased the minimum 


wage, passed an automobile sa- 
fety bill and enacted a host of 
other legislative measures cole 
lectively designed to reform the 
social structure of American 
life, 

The 89th has also been cree 
dited, or discredited, for a 
share of the problems which 
developed during its term and 
remained unsolved when it ade 
journed, The buildup of the Viet 
Nam war, inflation, and nume- 
rous cases of civil disobedience 
will rightly or wrongly be re- 
corded as events for which the 
89th must share some responsi- 
bility, 

Much of the legislation of 
the 89th Congress was aimed 
at fulfilling the philosophy that 
the nation’s social and econo- 
mic problems can best be solv- 
ed through the direct action of 
the federal government, Al. 
though this philosophy has 
reigned over Washington be- 
fore, never had it been put into 
law in such quantity and with 
Such speed as it was in the 
past two years, 

Yet, the true import of the 
89th’s accomplishments will not 
be measured in terms of quan- 
tity or speed, Rather, it will 
be reflected in the shape of its 
influence on the future, And, as 
evidenced by the outcome of 
the elections, the 89th’s influen- 
ce is already destined for re- 
view, What remains to be seen 
is how the 90th Congress will 
interpret the results of the No- 
vember elections, Will itunder- 
take a thorough and reasoned 
analysis of the cost and effect 
of the mountain of new programs 
passed by the 89th? Will it re- 
fine and perhaps reject some 
of these, or will it be over- 
whelmed by the urge to estab- 
lish a ‘‘produetive’? record of 
its own?
